ADDED WEIGHT CITED 
“I don’t think there is a possi­ 
bility of putting monorail pn the 
bridge,” he decla/ed. “Although we 
can’t determine what the added 
weight would be until the system 
of suspension is determined, it 
would be considerable.” 
Paine Mid he had «en .some 
figures on weight developed by an 
Oakland man interested in the pro­ 
ject. 
“According to those figures as I 
remember them, monorail would add 
about 3000 pounds of load per foot 
to the bridge. This is quite a size­ 
able amount when you realize the 
bridge as it now stands carries only 
4000 pounds of live load per foot. It’s 
an increase of 75 per cent. There is 
a large safety factor in figuring 
capabilities of the bridge. But I 
don’t think we engineers would ap­ 
prove using up such a big chunk of 
it at one time.” 
“I can tel! you one thing,” he 
said. “If I had to use my own money 
to promote the'monorail project. 
I’d stop right now.” 
'AIR TRAM’ PLAN 
Paine was asked if Straus hadn’t 
planned on monorail for the bridge. 
He answered; 
“Strauss talked from time to time 
of an air tram, as he called it, across 
the bridge and in other localities. 
But he never got down to deciding 
where he was going to put it on the 
bridge. Whenever we .asked him. 
about that, he just didn’t give us a 
definite answer. Once he had a 
model made of his air tram idea. 
Bui he never did, any engineering 
planning for it on the bridge. 
“It is a definite misunderstanding 
that the bridge was designed and 
built with monorail in mind. If such 
was the case I could not have failed 
to know about It. And I never did.” 
“Even as enthusiastic as he was 
about air tram, Strauss could never 
make up his mind as to where he 
was going to put it on the bridge. 
Maybe' if the promoters of mono­ 
rail would sit down and try to draw 
a few pictures of how the bridge Is 
going to carry it, they might dis­ 
courage themselvesl” the engineer 
concluded.

San Rafael High school’s move to 
cut down noon traffic congestion 
around the school goes into effect 
Monday morning with a ban on stu­ 
dent driving during school hours. 
Those driving to school will have 
to park their cars on High street, 
which runs in front of the building, 
and leave them there until the 
class day Is over. 


High street,

Golden Gate bridge directors yea- * 
terday afternoon hired consulting 
engineer Clifford E, Paine to make 
studies of the bridge and to draw up 
plans and specifications to carry 
out proposed improvements. His fee 
was set at $30,000. 
Paine, who has been employed on 
a $200 per day basis to examine and 
repair the bridge, damaged in the 
December 1 storm, submitted his 
final report to the board yesterday. 
In it he made a series of recom­ 
mendations. One was that If he 
were employed to' make changes to 
the bridge, he would like authority 
to engage two or more consulting 
engineers to collaborate with him. 
The board agreed. 
The decisions were reached at a 
special meeting of the board yes­ 
terday. 
Bridge General Manager James E. 
Rickets made his first cost report to 
the director since the bridge was 
damaged. Excluding Paine’s fees 
cost of repairs to date, he said, is 
$54,463.76. Of this amount, $38,400 
is a charge for services and equip­ 
ment by the Judson-Pacific-Murphy 
Corporation. The balance represents 
the cost to the district for materials 
and labor pro-rated to the repair 
job. 
COST SET \T $70,009 
Overall cost, including Paine's 
fee, will not be to excess of $70,000, 
Rickets declared. 
Work is “virtually complete,” tho 
general manager reported, and will 
be completely so before next Thurs­ 
day when Paine is scheduled to re­ 
turn to Michigan. 
Paine’s report made fivs recom­ 
mendations for studies of feasibility 
of changes fa the bridge to' “Im­ 
prove its behavior” in heavy winds.

W e hope San Rafael city coundlmen will 
reach an early decision on the question of a 
bond issue to finance much-needed street im­

'Aft presently envisioned by the council, we 
are told by City Manager kay Boege, the bond 
Issue would be sufficient to build a new fire 
house, build a city halt addition, build a city 
library addition, and install a new fire alarm 
system as well as effect some major street im­ 
provements and drainage work.

This was pointed out by the head of a 
food chain association during a recent NBC broad­ 
cast in which various authorities on agriculture and 
retailing participated. 
And he also said that the 
continuing gain In food purchasing power can be 
attributed In large part to the Improvements made 
by modern food distribution—a system which has

managed to reduce Its margins substantially while 
bringing the consumer more foods, in, greater variety 
and more convenient form, than would have seemed 
possible a few years ago. 


It is commonly believed that, at present levels the 
sellers of foods and other commodities must be mak­ 
ing money hand over fist. Actually, the profit trend 
has been downward, for the reason that wages and 
other costs the retailer must pay have Increased 
even faster than selling prices. 
The food chains 
commonly earn; as profit, only a cent or a trifle 
more out of each dollar they take in.;. Ah the rest 
goes,right out again—to buy stocks, to meet th» 
payroll, to pay rents and taxes, and so on. 
The 
profit earned by retailers in other fields is also very 
moderate—a few cents out of the sales dollar. 
The facts about pricps are very different from 
the widely-believed fictions.—Industrial News Review.

Deduct Cost 
Of Special 
Tools, Clothes

Were you required to buy uni­ 
forms, work clothing, tools, safety 
equipment, etc., for your job in 
1951? 
Uniforms and working clothes 
are deductible if the uniform or 
working clothes are not adaptable 
to regular wear off duty. 
They 
must be required by custom, safety, 
usage or your employer, for té» 
cost to be deductible by you. 
If tha cost of your uniform or 
working clothes is deductible, so 
too is the cost of 
cleaning, laund­ 
ering, repairing, 
etc. 


Safety equip­ 
ment, such 
as 
helmets, c a p s , 
goggles, shoes, 
belts, etc., is de­ 
ductible tí speci­ 
fically 
required 
by your Job. 


Tftols 
and 
equipment that 
are 
specifically 
required by your job are deductible 
their life is less than one year, 
their life is over one year, take 
depreciation over their expected 


Your personal clothing is never 
deductible, even though you may 
have to spend money on your per­ 
sonal clothing to be well dressed 
for your job. 
Military and naval personnel 
cannot deduct the costs of items 
that replace civilian clothing. They 
cannot deduct the costs of uni­ 
forms, but may deduct the costa 
of extras. Such as, cap devices, 
campaign bars, braid, gold lace, 
Sam Browne belts, insignia of 
rank, corps devices, spurs, collar 
ornaments, epaulets, etc. 
This deduction is taken on page 
3 of the tax return under miscel­ 
laneous. Be sure to list in detail 
and explain why you think they 
are deductible in your case. 
If there is not enough room on 
the tax return for all this, then 
make a separate list and attach it 
to yoUr return. Give Uncle Sam 
aU the information and reasons 
why on this deduction so he will 
understand just what you are 
doing.

Agenda Set

REA Meeting 
Southland Digs Out 
Storm. Worst In 13 
From Big 
Years 
Major topic of discussion and 
Taction by the Redwood Empire as* 
sociation executive board meeting in 
Sausalito next Friday will be the 
follow-up campaign to obtain ade­ 
quate federal aid highway construc­ 
tion appropriations during the cur­ 
rent session of Congress, especially 
access road funds for 
highways In Bed wood Empire coun­ 
ties. 
The meeting will be held at Alta 
Mira hotel. 
Most recent step in this campaign 
is a letter from REA supervisors 
unit President T. Fred Bagshaw, 
jointly addressed to U.S. Congress­ 
man Havenner. Shelley, and Scud- 
der of California and Blsworth and 
Norblad of Oregon, and to U. S. 
Sens. Knowland and Nixon of Cali­ 
fornia &pd Cordon and Morse of 
Oregon. Bagshaw urged these fed­ 
eral legislators, representing Red­ 
wood Empire counties, to work ag­ 
gressively for these objectives: 
1—More federal-aid highway con­ 
struction appropriations for all clas­ 
sifications of roads and highways. 
2—Amend the formula in federal- 
aid highway statutes so that Cali­ 
fornia and Oregon will be appor­ 
tioned more funds than the formula 
now permits. 
3—Increase the authorized mile­ 
age in the interstate highway sys­ 
tem above the 40,000-mile limit and 
bring VS. 10! and US, 100 into 
that system. 
4—Legalize allocation of national 
•park highway funds for approach 
road* to Muir Woods In Marin 
county. 
0—Change 
federal 
statutes 
so 
that Federal-Aid Highway funds 
may be spent on approaches lead­ 
ing to publicly-owned toll bridges, 
thus benefiting the Golden Gate 
bridge. 
In his letter Bagshaw described 
the highway and traffic situation 
within the Redwood Empire as “per­ 
haps one of the most critical of 
any area in the United States” and 
pointed out that the California and 
Oregon State Highway commissions 
lack funds to meet their highway 
deficiencies which amount to $3 
billion in California alone and 1400 
million in the Redwood Empire. 
“AH forms of highway traffic are 
now moving in ever increasing vol­ 
ume,” said Bagshaw, “on an inter­ 
state and nationwide basis. Thus the 
federal government has a much 
greater and ever growing responsi­ 
bility in the matter of financing 
highway 
construction 
from 
the 
standpoint of public safety neces­ 
sity, national defense and other na­ 
tional consideration*.*’ 


LOS ANGELES UP) - F l o o d e d 
southern California began digging 
out today from its worst deluge in 
14 years. 
The continuing s t o r m which 
dumped 731 inches of rain on Los 
Angeles in threg days, left 10 known 
dead and sent damage estimates 
soaring into the millions. 
It was the worst downpour since 
the disastrous flood of March, 1938, 
when 11.86 inches of rain fell in five 
days and caused 95 deaths. It was 
the worst January downpour since 
181«, when 1336 inches was re­ 
corded for the entire month. 
The US. Weather Bureau mid 
that mark may yet be broken, be­ 
cause more rain, although not as 
much, Is forecast for the weekend. 
Hardest hit were the lowlands 
districts in Los Angeles ang Orange 
counties and in the San Fernando 


storm. Streets were blocked by silt 
and rocks, and railroad traffic was 
halted late yesterday. 
City Health Officer George Uhl 
warned that a disease hazard still 
exists in the San Fernahdo Valley, 
where torrential rains caved in 
cesspools and sent sewage flowing 
into the streets. 
L. A. RIVER TORRENT 
Many boulevards were brimming 
from curb to curb, making passage 
impossible except by rowboat. The 
normally dry Los Angeles river was 
still a raging torrent today. 
The Red Cross sheltered 500 flood 
victims at 13 emergency centers set 
up throughout southern California 
In San Diego, where one storm 


death mas reported. 100 persons 
mere forced to flee their homes. 
The Los Angeles board of public 
works estimated that damage to 
streets would total 1500,000 and that 
the cleanup would cost one million.

damage

placed at 1400,000 for roads and 
bridges. 
Snow clogged

tag any modifications or additions 
to the structure. 
EXPANSION ASSEMBLY 
In his report Paine told the board 
the only major damage during the 
storm was in the expansion assembly 
at both towers. Hf reported on the 
bridge, section by section, and in 
most he reported “undamaged ” The 
structure now is “as sound as ever.* 
During the height of the storm 
when winds reached 69-mile-per 
hour velocity, the movement of the 
block back and forth against*the 
bearing plates in the casting, creat­ 
ed such heat that sharp edges of the 
block were able to cut into the bear­ 
ing plates, eventually tearing one 
of them out and damaging the cast­ 
ing itself. It was necessary to build 
up the casting by welding, replace 
the destroyed bearing plate and in­ 
stall a new block. 
On, the Marin tower the damage 
was even more extensive. Not just 
one, but both of the bearing plates 
were destroyed, making necessary 
the replacement of each, besides the 
other repairs. f 
GREATER*“ VIBRATIONS 
Paine Reported that a study of the 
recording instrument« showed that 
the vibrations of the bridge were 
even greater than had been fig­ 
ured at the time. Maximum vertical 
movement of the cables was 10 feet 
10 inches up and down. There was 
no record made of the side swing. 
The engineer emphasized, how­ 
ever, that it was not the velocity 
of the wind, but its nature and di- 
reotion which were responsible for 
the damage. The bridge has weath­ 
ered 
stronger 
winds, 
unharmed. 
During repairs there was a blow 
recorded at 75 miles per hour which 
did no damage or unusual vibration 
whatever. 
Hiring of Paine to carry out full 
scale studies of his recommenda­ 
tions was opposed nominally by 
Marin Director Leland Murphy. He 
declared the matter should be re­ 
ferred to the building and operat­ 
ing committee for consideration be­ 
fore it was put up to the board. 
Murphy said that it was not a 
matter of $50,000. his estimate of 
Paine’s and the other engineers’ fees, 
but “of $2,000,000,” a figure for 
which he admitted he had no basis 
but that he considered conservative 
for the changes Paine proposed.

Canal Pollution 


Charges Are Filed 


Three of San Rafael’s canel-side 
industrial firms have been called in­ 
to San Rafael Justice court for 
* polluting the canal with oil. 
Two complaints were signed yes­ 
terday against Camgros Fuel Co. 
arid Bergman Manufacturing Com­ 
pany. The third firm is McPhail 
Fuel Company which will appear 
for trial on January 23, according to 
Capt. Kenneth Hooker of the state 
division of fish and game. 
Capt. Hooker said the oil washed 
into the canal from the three plants 
and was injuring plant and animal 
life. Wildlife is hurt in three ways, 
Hooker added. 
Clams are killed by the oil, ducks 
find their feathers clogged, and fish 
run out of food because no vegeta­ 
tion can grow on oily ground. 
Chief Deputy District Attorney 
W. O. Weissich, who prepared the 
complaints, said the oil had dripped 
on the ground and in some instances 
actually was in puddles. 
D. T. Bergman said-a piston acci­ 
dentally broke in his plant and oil 
spurted outside the building. “We 
didn’t even know it had happened, 
Bergman said, “until a fish and 
game Inspector came in.’* 
“All we want,” Weissich said, “is 
to clean up the canal.” He pointed 
out that many expensive yachts 
have been coated with the oil at 
times. 
Officials at Camgros and Mc- 
Phail’s were not available for com­ 
ment yesterday.

Board Ponders 
Courthouse 
Addition Plan 
Marin board of supervisors spent 
two hours this morning discussjpf 
plans for their new courthouse wing 
with Carl Zoellner, Kentfleld struc­ 
tural engineer, and said they will 
probably sign a, contract with Zoell­ 
ner Monday morning. 
Zoellner, who was hired last week 
for the $300,000 job, will start by 
interviewing, c o u n t y department 
chiefs to determine the amount of 
floor space they will need in the 
new wing. 
Departments to be moved are 
those now housed in rented offices, 
plus both superior courts, the pro­ 
bation office, and the school de­ 
partment. 
One idea discussed at this mom 
ing’s adjourned meeting was to 
move the supervisors’ chamber into 
the addition, leaving all courts in 
the old part of the building and 
leaving open the supervisors’ head­ 
quarters for a fifth' court if and 
when needed. 
Zoellner said he will need at least 
90 days to draw up final plans, with 
the ^id of an architect, once the 
preliminaries are out of the way. 
The present goal is to have^the 
wing in operation by the first of 
1953 when a state-wide court re­ 
organization program goes into ef­ 
fect. Otherwise the county will be 
hard pressed for court space when 
the two new municipal courts open 
for business under the remodeled 
court setup. 
The supervisors claim they will 
save the county about $1,000 a 
month, the difference between the 
rents now being paid for outside of­ 
fice space and the cost of the new 
wing, figuring the latter on a 
monthly basis.

|ng any modifications or additions 
to the structure. * 
EXPANSION ASSEMBLY 
In his report Paine told the board 
the only major damage during the 
storm was in the expansion assembly 
at both towers. Htf reported on the 
bridge, section by section, and in 
most he reported “undamaged.” The 
structure now is “as sound as ever.” 
During the height off the storm, 
when winds reached 69-mile-per 
hour velocity, the movement of the 
block back and forth against*the 
bearing plates in the casting, creat­ 
ed such heat that sharp edges of the 
block were able to cut into the bear­ 
ing plates, eventually tearing one 
of them out and damaging the cast­ 
ing itself. It was necessary to build 
up the casting by welding, replace 
the destroyed bearing plate and in­ 
stall a new block. 
On, the Marin tower the damage 
was even more' extensive. Not just 
one, but both of the bearing plates 
were destroyed, making necessary 
the replacement of each, besides the 
other repairs. 
GREATER VIBRATIONS 
Paine Reported that a study of the 
recording instrumente showed that 
Che vibrations of the bridge were 
even greater than had been fig­ 
ured at the time. Maximum vertical 
movement of the cables was 10 feet 
10 inches up and down. There was 
no record made of the side swing. 
The engineer emphasized, ■ how­ 
ever, that it was not the velocity 
of the wind, but its nature and di- 
reetion which were responsible for 
the damage. The bridge has weath­ 
ered 
stronger 
winds, 
unharmed. 
During repairs there was a blow 
recorded at 75 miles per hour which 
did no damage or unusual vibration 
whatever. 
Hiring of Paine to carry out full 
scale studies of his recommenda­ 
tions was opposed nominally by 
Marin Director Leland Murphy. He 
declared the matter should be re­ 
ferred to the building and operat­ 
ing committee for consideration be­ 
fore It was put up to the board. 
Murphy said that it was not a 
matter of $50,000, his estimate of 
Paine’s and the other engineers* fees, 
but “of $2,000,000,” a figure for 
which he admitted he had no basis 
but that he considered conservative 
for the changes Paine proposed. 
SWITCHES VOTE 
Murphy got no support from other 
directors, and when the vote came 
on hiring Paine, Murphy voted aye 
to make it unanimous. It was esti­ 
mated it might take Paine and the 
other engineers a full year before 
they would be ready to submit a 
report.

A 
case of rheum atic fever can leave a 
child with a perm anent type of 
heart disease. 
BACTERIAL INFECTION 
Infection by a type of bacteria 
known as the streptococcus often 
precedes an attack of rheum atic 
fever. Some doctors believe the fever 
is a form of allergy to these bac­ 
teria. They think th at If they can 
prevent the streptococcal infection, 
they may also be able to protect 
the patient against rheum atic fever. 
Penicillin is one of the best drugs 
for controlling streptococcal Infec­ 
tions, and has resulted in cures th a t 
seem miraculous. Tests have there­ 
fore been made to see if this drug 
oould prevent the first attack of 
rheum atic fever, as well as recurring 
attacks after a person has had the 
disease. 
RESULTS GOOD 
In one test, over 1,000 patients 
were given penicillin whenever there 
was any evidence of streptococcus 
infection. Large doses of the drug 
were given Immediately, and during 
the whole treatm ent some patients 
received a total of two million units. 
A control group of over 1,000 pa­ 
tient« received no penicillin for the 
same type of infection. 
Of all the patients receiving peni­ 
cillin, only two developed rheum atic 
fever, while 28 of those not treated 
with penicillin developed the dis­ 
ease. 
Thae results are so good th at doc­ 
tors may now consider giving peni­ 
cillin at the first symptoms of strep­ 
tococcus Infection, and thus head 
off the damage from rheumatic 
heart disease. Of course, penicillin 
should be used only under the direc­ 
tion of the physician.

Large doses of th e drug 
were given immediately, and during 
the whole treatm ent some patients 
received a total of two million units 
A control group of over 1,000 p a­ 
tients received no penicillin for the 
same type of infection. 
Of all the patients receiving peni­ 
cillin, only two developed rheum atic 
fever, while 28 of those not treated 
with penicillin developed the dis­ 
ease. 
Thse results are so good th at doc­ 
tors may now consider giving peni­ 
cillin at the first symptoms of strep­ 
tococcus infection, and thus head 
off the damage from rheum atic 
heart disease. Of course, penicillin 
should be used only 'under toe direc­ 
tion of the physician.

Today we shall outline a few 
exact tasks for this week’s garden. 
H as it rained in your area in 
th e last few days? W as it a m isty 
sp rinkle or a downpour? If the 
latter, stay out of the garden. 
Above all stay off the wet ground. 
W hen wet soil is packed it be­ 
comes a hostile zone for roots of 
all kinds. W ait a few days until 
th e sun has dried out the top 
soil and th en proceed w ith your 
regular tasks. 
Over th e m oist ground top dress 
around your perm anent trees es­ 
pecially 
th a t 
apricot, 
flowering 
peach, holly, and th a t well estab ­ 
lished orange tree. Top d re s* the 
area 
w ith bulky 
fertilizer. Cow 
m anure, or sheep m anure Is good 
to use. If you have a compost pile 
dig down into the bottom layer 
and move th a t stuff to the basin 
around these trees. 
ROSES CAN BE fed with this 
sort of compost a t this tim e, too. 
They will take bulk dairy fertilizer. 
You can spread fertilizer in th e 
rose bed. I t can be spread around 
clim bing roses and even in the 
form al plots where the tree roses 
grow. 
W hile you are busy w ith your 
w heelbarrow and fertilizer dum p 
a load in the perennial border. 
Spread it, th in it out and spade 
it in. Rem em ber it is well to chop 
In this bulky fertilizer leaving no 
g reat big lum p but broken up m a­ 
terial th a t will work Into the »oil 
easily and properly. 
W here should this bulk fertilizer 
go in the perennial border? W hat 
plants would benefit by its appli­ 
cation a t this tim e? Your long 
established clum ps oi peustem on, 
transvaal daisies, delphinium th a t 
you put out last year, phlox, cor­ 
eopsis, just to nam e a few. 
FOR DELPHINIUM th a t pro­ 
fessional gardeners always take a 
handful or a shovelful of gritty 
sand and throw it around the 
clum p. They likewise take a trowel 
full of gypsum or lime and dust 
the soil beautifully for delphini­ 
ums and gritty sand Is th e keep 
out sign for slugs an d snails ever 
ready to tackle the juicy shoots. 
NOW, LET’S STEP over to th e 
law n this week. T h a t aw ful w ind- 
blow we had a short time buck 
sent down tons of oakleaves, re d ­ 
wood cone*, seed pods, and twiggy 
brush. These parts of plant h ie 
— it tree from disease and if the 
bugs haven’t been nesting in them 
too long — belong on the compost 
pile, Be sure to rake ail of them 
off your law n and get them out of 
your perennial borders, too. Look 
into the shrubbery and lift out 
dead, twiggy branches and w ind­ 
fall stuff th a t m ay have dropped 
and been blown into them . O ften ­ 
tim es w ith a high wind m uch of 
this 
b r u s h y 
stuff, 
defoliated 
branches and loose leaves pile up 
against the hedges. A little is good 
but too m uch takes away from 
th e beauty. 
DO YOU FEED the lawn a t this 
tim e? Yes you can. You can use 
pulverized nursery prepared sheep 
m anure, screened dairy fertilizer, 
and screened leaf mold th at has 
been fortified with p lan t food such 
as bone m eal or some of th e well 
know n balanced com m ercial fertl- 
Jzers. W hat you aim to do at this 
tim e is to top dress your law n witli 
the organic m aterials. You w ant 
to give each crown of grass a 
hum us top dressing which will e n ­ 
able the grass to send out new 
roots and shiny new blades. #

An increased demand for roses 
in landscape planting has been re­ 
ported by

While new home advertisements 
continue to use pictures windows 
as an inducement to prospective 
home owners, the number of views 
is increasingly limited.

Sweating windows are working 
householders into a sweat where 
ever and whenever cold weather 
prevails. 
“Our windows are steaming up.“ 
writes one person. 
Wallpaper Is peeling off. paint 
is blistering anc. it seems that 
thousands of homes are fairly 
oozing. In some cases apparent 
roof leaks turn out to be nothing 
more than condensation. 
THE TROUBLE IS that houses 
nowadays are too well built. They 
are too tight for the way we live. 
A hot shower bath every morn­ 
ing Is a far cry from the weekly 
Spartan ordeal with a washtub in 
Great Grandpa’s drafty old homer 
stead. Gone is the sizzling-hot, 
wood-burning kitchen range that 
dried dishtowels and diapers, hung 
over it, on short notice. And gone 
is the glowing stove in the living 
room that burned all moisture out 
of the air. 
We now send moisture into the 
air every time we turn on an elec­ 
tric dishwasher, a clothes washing 
machine, a clothes direr. 
We cook over open gas flames 
that combine oxygen and hydro­ 
gen into water. And although this 
sounds like a theoretical proposi­ 
tion in a physics class, it's a real 
problem in a home. 
GAS-FIRED FLOOR furnaces 
cause a lot of trouble from con­ 
densation if they are not ade­ 
quately vented. 
The only known remedies for ex­ 
cess condensation are: 
1. CONTROL of moisture sources 
—closing 
bathroom 
doors 
and 
opening windows after bathing; 
closing kitchen doors and opening 
windows or using ventilating fans 
during cooking; venting all gas 
burners, clothes dryers, etc., to the 
outdoors; eliminating all contain­ 
ers of water subject to evapora­ 
tion, such as house plants; pia- 
connecting heating-plant humidi­ 
fiers. 
2. VENTILATION—outdoor air 
in cold weather contains so much 
less humidity than worm indoor 
air that it quickly absorbs mois­ 
ture. Frequent and thorough ven­ 
tilation does much to keep a house 
dry. 
3. HEAT—warm air speeds up 
evaporation. Condensation is al­ 
most always the most critical in 
early winter. After a house has 


According to a survey recently 
completed by the Sanitary Engi­ 
neering committee, the San Rafael 
sewage system includes much vitri­ 
fied clay pipe that has been in ser­ 
vice since 1879.

time, dampness disappears. 
The technical branch of tha 
Housing and Home Finance Agency 
attributes much of the condensay 
f ion problem in homes to the usa 
of “weather stripping, large sheet 
materials for exterior finish, and 
other practices lowering air infil­ 
tration and confining moisture." 
This does not mean that the 
use of weather stripping is not 
wise. It merely puts the finger on 
what stops excess moisture from 
escaping. Making a house weather 
tight works both ways. It keeps 
dampness out and also keeps It 
in. Therefore ventilation becomes 
all the more important. 
HOMES 
BUILT 
over 
crawl 
spaces, Instead of basements — 
common practice thoru&hout the 
South and West Coast — have 
the added problem of dampness 
arising from the ground. Engineers 
recommend that ventilating open­ 
ings for such crawl spaces should 
total two square feet for every 100 
linear feet of building perimeter, 
plus one-third of one per cent of 
the ground area in the crawl 
space. 
This amounts to a mirprislng 
size of ventilating openings, figure 
it out for yourself. Chances are 
that present openings are far too 
small. Furthermore, If you use 
louvers, or screening that Is any 
finer than quarter-inch, the ven­ 
tilating opening must be still lar­ 
ger. 
There should be at least four 
openings, one near each corner, 
and as high up as possible in the 
walls of the crawl spaces. They 
.should never be closed — better 
insulate the floor. 
Dampness from the ground can 
be stopped with a waterproof con­ 
crete slab, or heavy roll roofing 
lapped at least two Inches. When 
this Uampproofing is provided, the 
amount of ventilation can be cut 
down to as little as one-tenth. 
Walls and ceilings need vapor 
barriers on the warm inner side. 
These prevent moisture from con­ 
densing in the walls and rotting 
structural lumber. 
In fact, sweating windows can 
be a godsend. They serve as a 
danger signal, showing when in­ 
door moisture is trying to get out. 
But don’t take them too seriously, 
if you have only a little fog and 
no complications with paintwork, 
your house will survive.

The initial 
cost was lower, but the non-clay 
pipe’s service life was sharply less 
than clay’s sturdy performance— 
sometimes the non-clay lasting but 
one-third as long. 
The citizens of such cities not 
only pay for the installation of tha 
cheap pipe, but pay for the fail­ 
ure, the digging up and replace­ 
ment of it. In any sewer installa­ 
tion, the pipe costs are only 1/6 of 
the entire expense. 
Labor, ma­ 
terials and machinery coat 5/6 of 
the budget. 
It is therefore ex­ 
tremely important to choose the 
pipe with the longest lifetime.

Today we shall outline a few 
exact tasks for this w eeks garden. 
Has it rained in your area in 
th e last few days? W as It a m isty 
sprinkle or a downpour? H' th e 
latter, stay out of the garden. 
Above all stay off the wet ground. 
W hen wet soil is packed it be­ 
comes a hostile zone for roots of 
all kinds. W ait a few days until 
the sun has dried, out the top 
soil and then proceed with your 
regular tasks. 
Over th e m oist ground top dress 
around your perm anent trees es­ 
pecially 
th a t 
apricot, 
flowering 
peach, holly, and th a t well estab­ 
lished orange tree. Top dress the 
area 
with bulky fertilizer. Cow 
m anure, or sheep m anure is good 
to use. If you have a compost pile 
dig' down into the bottom layer 
and move th a t stuff to the basin 
around these trees. 
ROSES CAN BE fed with this 
sort of compost a t this time, 'too. 
They will take bulk dairy fertilizer. 
You can spread fertilizer in the 
rose bed. It can be spread around 
clim bing roses and even in the 
form al plots where the tree roses 
grow. 
W hile you are busy with your 
wheelbarrow and fertilizer dum p 
a load in the perennial border. 
Spread it, th in it out and spade 
it in. Rem em ber it is well to chop 
in this bulky fertilizer leaving no 
great big lum p but broken up m a­ 
terial th at will work into the soil 
easily and properly. 
W here should this bulk fertilizer 
go in the perennial border? W hat 
plante would benefit by its appli­ 
cation a t this time? Your long 
established clumps of penstem on, 
transvaal daisies, delphinium th at 
you put out last year, phlox, cor­ 
eopsis, just to' nam e a few. 
FOR DELPHINIUM th a t pro­ 
fessional gardeners always take a 
handful or a shovelful of gritty 
sand and throw it around the 
clump. They likewise take a trowel 
full of gypsum, or lime and dust 
the .soil beautifully for delphini­ 
ums and gritty sand is the keep 
out sign for slugs and snails ever 
ready to tackle tire juicy shoots. 
NOW, LET'S STEP over to the 
law n this week. T h at awful wind- 
blow we had a. short tim e back 
sent down tons of oakleaves, red­ 
wood cones, seedpods, and twiggy 
brusn. These parts of plant life 
— if free from disease1 and, if the 
bugs haven’t been nesting in, them 
too long — belong on the compost 
pile. Be sure to rake all of them 
off your lawn and get them out of 
your perennial borders, too. Look 
into the shrubbery and lift out 
dead, twiggy branches and w ind­ 
fall stuff th a t may have dropped 
and been blown into them . O ften­ 
tim es with a high wind m uch of 
this 
b r u s h y 
stuff, 
defoliated 
branches, and loose leaves pile up 
against the hedges. A little is good 
but too m uch takes away from 
th e beauty. 
DO YOU FEED the lawn a t this 
tim e? Yes you can. You can use 
pulverized nursery prepared sheep 
m anure, screened dairy fertilizer, 
and screened leaf mold th a t has 
been fortified with plant food such 
as bone m eal or some of the well 
known balanced com m ercial ferti­ 
lisers. W hat you aim to do a t this 
tim e is to- top dress your law n with 
the organic m aterials. You w ant 
to give each crown of grass a 
hum us top dressing which will en ­ 
able the grass to send out new 
roots and .shiny new blad.es. m 
Let me rem ind you now th a t be-

An increased demand for roses 
in landscape planting 'has, been re­ 
ported by leading nurserymen. 
They attribute this in part to the 
advent of the picture window as 
part of the home of today. 
While new home advertisements 
continue to use pictures window’s 
as an inducement to prospective 
home owners, the number of views 
is increasingly limited. 
As a result, new home owners 
are creating their own “pictures." 
Even small plots permit the use 
of roses. With their brilliant 
flowers and luxuriant foliage they 
provide the perfect reason for hav­ 
ing a picture window. 
PLANTINGS OF colorful, vigor­ 
ous hybrid teas set out in formal 
or in natural groupings bring to 
life what othrwise might be unin­ 
teresting back and front yards.

Clean Out Clogged 
Drain Traps 
Most sluggisn drains can be 
cleared by using a plumber’s friend.

plug and fish out the obstruction 
with a wire.

Sweating windows are working 
householders into a sweat where 
ever and whenever cold weather 
prevails. 
“Our windows are steaming up,** 
writes one person. 
Wallpaper is peeling off, paint 
is blistering ant. it seems that 
thousands of homes am fairly 
oozing. In some cases apparent 
roof leaks turn out to be nothing 
more than condensation. 
THE TROUBLE IS that houses 
nowadays are too well built. They 
are too tight for the way we live. 
A hot shower bath every morn­ 
ing is a far cry from the weekly 
Spartan ordeal with a washtub in 
Great Grandpa’s drafty old homer 
stead. Gone is the sizzling-hot, 
wood-burning kitchen range that 
dried dishtowels and diapers, hung 
over it, on short notice. And gone 
is the glowing stove in the living 
room that burned all moisture out 
of the air. 
We now send moisture into the 
air every time we turn on an, elec­ 
tric dishwasher, a clothes washing 
machine, a clothes dryer. 
We cook over open gas flames 
that combine oxygen and hydro­ 
gen into water. And although this 
sounds like a theoretical proposi­ 
tion in a physics class, it’s a real 
problem in a home, 
GAS-FIRED FLOOR furnaces 
cause a lot of trouble from con­ 
densation. if they are not ade­ 
quately vented. 
The only known remedies for ex­ 
cess condensation are: 
1. CONTROL of moisture sources 
—closing bathroom doors and 
opening windows after bathing; 
closing kitchen doors and opening 
windows or using ventilating fans 
during cooking; venting all gas 
burners, clothes dryers, etc., to the 
outdoors; eliminating all contain­ 
ers of water subject to evapora­ 
tion, such as house plants; die* 
connecting heating-plant humidi­ 
fiers. 
2. VENTILATION—outdoor air 
in cold weather contains so much 
less humidity than worm indoor 
air that it quickly absorbs mois­ 
ture. Frequent and thorough ven­ 
tilation does much to keep a house 
dry.3. HEAT—warm air speeds up 
evaporation. Condensation is al­ 
most always the most critical in 
early winter. After a house has

been heated thoroughly for some 
time, dampness disappears. 
The technical branch of the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency 
attributes much of the condensa-/ 
tlon problem in homes to the use 
of “weather stripping, large sheet 
materials for exterior finish, and 
other practices lowering air infil­ 
tration and confining moisture.’* 
This does not mean that the 
use of weather stripping is not 
wise. It merely puts the finger on 
what stops excess moisture from 
escaping. Making a house weather 
tight works both ways. It keeps 
dampness out and also keeps it 
in. Therefore ventilation becomes 
all the more important. 
HOMES BUILT over crawl 
spaces, instead of basements — 
common practice thorughout the 
South and West Coast — have 
the added problem of dampness 
arising from the ground. Engineers 
recommend that ventilating' open­ 
ings for such crawl spaces should 
total two square feet for every 100 
linear feet of building perimeter, 
plus one-third of one per cent of 
the ground area in the crawl 
space. 
This amounts to a surprising 
size of ventilating openings, figure 
it out for yourself. Chances are 
that present openings are far toa 
small. Furthermore, if you use 
louvers, or screening that is any 
finer than quarter-inch, the ven­ 
tilating opening must be still bur­ 
ger.There should be at least four 
openings, one near each corner, 
and as high up as possible in the 
walls of the crawl spaces. They 
should never be closed — better 
insulate the floor. 
Dampness from the ground can 
be stopped with a waterproof con­ 
crete slab, or heavy roll roofing 
lapped at least two inches. When 
this dampproofing is provided, the 
amount of ventilation can be cut 
down to as little as one-tenth. 
Walls and ceilings need vapor 
barriers on the warm inner side. 
These prevent moisture from con­ 
densing in the walls and rotting 
structural lumber. 
In fact, sweating windows can 
be a godsend. They serve as a 
danger signal, showing when in­ 
door moisture is trying to get out. 
But, don’t take 'them too seriously. 
If you have only a little fog and 
no complications with paintwork, 
your house will survive.

working the car free when it gets 
stuck In mud, sand, or loose gravel. 
An asphalt shingle slipped under 
an automobile tire will keep the 
wheel from spinning. 
The top side of the shingle 
should be up when it is placed 
under the tire. The mineral gran­ 
ules on the top supply a rough 
surface for the tire tread to grip. 


According to a survey recently 
completed by the Sanitary Engi­ 
neering committee, the San Rafael 
sewage system includes much vitri­ 
fied clay pipe that has been in ser­ 
vice since 1879. These lines are 
still in excellent condition, the 
city’s sanitary engineer reports. 
This is one of the many cases in 
cities where clay sewers have 
served for many decades. In many 
communities, when old clay pipe 
sewers have been token up to make 
room for larger mains, the old pipe 
still in excellent condition, has, 
time after time, been re laid else­ 
where in the sanitary system. 
Evidence such as this is reason 
enough for city officials to again 
choose vitrified clay pipe for their 
current sewer extensions. Vitri­ 


fied clay pipe Is guaranteed for de* 
cades. Many cities have been fool­ 
ed by the false economies oí 
cheaper non-clay pipe. The Initial 
cost was lower, but the non-clay 
pipe’s service life was sharply less 
than clay’s sturdy performance— 
sometimes the non-clay lasting but 
one-third as long. 
The citizens of such cities not 
only pay for the installation of the 
cheap pipe, but pay for the fail­ 
ure, the digging up and replace­ 
ment of it, In any sewer installa­ 
tion, the pipe costs are only 1/0 of 
the entire expense. Labor, ma­ 
terials and machinery cost 5/6 of 
the budget. It is therefore ex­ 
tremely important to choose the 
pipe with the longest lifetime.

Walking: by the aea of Galilee, Jesus 
•aw two brothers, Andrew and Simon 
.called Peter, casting nets into the sea. 
[and. He said: “Follow Me, and 1 will 
make you fishers of men.** 


Peter and Andrew followed the Lord, 
and going further, they saw two other 
brothers, James and John, sons of Zebe- 
dee, mending nets. Jesus called to them 
to follow Him, and they did. 


So famous did Jesus become that people 
followed Him everywhere. As He stood 
by a lake, He saw two empty ships off 
shore so He stood in one and preached 
to the people. 


After fishing all night and catching 
nothing, the fishermen were discouraged; 
but Jesus told Peter where to cast his 
net and the result was two boats full.

In today's lesson we learn of 
Jesus choosing the first four men 
who were to be trained to carry 
on His work when He should be 
called away. They were to live with 
uim in close communion, to share 
His triumphs and His Trials, and 
to see Him risen from the dead. 
These men were called by the 
Master to quit their livelihood and 
follow Him, asking no questions, 
making no agreement as to what 
they were to receive as remunera­ 
tion, or what chances of advance* 
ment there were to be. 
Jesus knew men; He could see 
at a glance the type of men He 
wanted for His work. And what 
a personality must J esus have 
seemed to them, that they left the 
life they had known and all their 
possessions, and went unquestion- 
iogly with Him. 
Walking by the Sea of Galilee, 
saw two brothers, Simon 
Peter and Andrew, casting 
their nets into the sea; “for they 
were fishers." “And He saith to 
them, follow Me, and I will make 
von fishers of men. And they 
straightway left their nets and 
followed Him." ____ 
GOING FURTHER, Jesus saw 
two other brethen, James the son 
of Zebedee and his brother, John, 
with their father mending their 
nets. He called them, and they too 
left their work and their father 
without 
question 
and 
followed 
Mim These events occurred a year 
after the first calling after Jesus’ 
baptism by John the Baptist. 
Of these four whom Jesus first

called, three—Peter, James and 
John—were the most prominent. 
They were closer to the Master 
than was Andrew, but Andrew 
never showed any jealous or ani­ 
mosity, but went quietly on his 
way doing the work assigned him. 
With these four men, Jesus went 
about Galilee preaching and teach- 
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ing and healing all manner of ail­ 
ments, 
“And 
His 
fame 
went 
throughout all Syria . . . and there 
followed Him great multitudes of 
people,*’ from 
all 
the 
country 
round. 
Mark tells us approximately the 
same story. 
TURNING TO the gospel of 
Luke, we read of the great multi­ 
tudes pressing upon Him to hear 
the word of God. Jesus was stand­ 
ing on the shore of the Lake of 
Gennesaret, and two boats were 
standing by the lake but the fish­ 
ermen were gone out of them and 
were busy washing their nets. 
“And He entered into one of the 
ships, which was Simon's, and 
prayed him that he would thrust 
out a little from the land. And 
He sat down and taught the people 
out of the ship." 
Now Andrew, Peter or Simon, 
James and John were partners in 
the fishing business. They were 
evidently good workmen and made 
ccomfortable 
livings. 
All 
night 
they had toiled at their nets, with 
no results. They must have been 
very weary and discouraged. 
When Jesus finished speaking, 
He said to Simon Peter, “Launch 
out into the deep, and let down 
your nets for a draught.” 
Peter explained that they had 
fished all night long and caught 
nothing, but that he would do as 
the Lord told him.

And Jesus 
said unto Simon, “Fear not; from 
henceforth thou sh&lt catch men. 
“And when they had brought 
their ships to land, they forsook 
all, and followed Him.” 
Thus Jesus called the first of 
the Twelve who were to live in 
close association with Him through 
His earthly life, see Him after the 
resurrection, and carry on His 
work until martyrdom ended their 
ministrations.

Affect Film 
Contracts 
HOLLYWOOD-Television fig­ 
ured Importantly in the termin­ 
ation ol a long-term contract be­ 
tween Joan Crawford and Warner 
Brothers, and in the cancellation 
of a loanout agreement between 
the Stunley Kramer Company and 
Metro-Goldyn-Mayer involving the 
services of Kirk Kasznar. 
Of the two, the last perhaps rep­ 
resents the more significant action 
because it underscores a basic dif­ 
ference in thinking on the man­ 
agement level regarding television. 
On Dec. 20, the Kramer com* 
, pany announced t h a t Kassrnar 
would play the role of Uncle Lewis, 
which he performed 829 time* on 
the stage, in ‘The Happy Time.” 
Today, when it became known that 
the actor would not uppear in the 
film version, the company was will­ 
ing to acknowledge only that it 
could not come to terms with 
Metro 
THE REAL REASON the deal 
fell through, it was established, is 
that Kramer would not accede to 
Metro's insistence on a non-tel- 
evlslon clause In the actor’s con­ 
tract. The implications to lew* drawn 
from Kramer’s refusal to meet 
this condition are two-fold: First, 
that he has not closed his eyes to 
p<issiUle release of his pictures in 
the television market, and, sec­ 
ondly. that the contract his com­ 
pany has with Columbia Pictures 
apparently does not prohibit him 
f r o m considering television re­ 
lease of his pictures in the future. 
The cancellation of the contract 
between Miss Crawford and War­ 
ner Brothers was said to have 
been due to the star’s desire to 
“diversify her activities.” A spokes­ 
man for Miss Crawford explained 
that she wanted to be free to en­ 
gage in television and ludio work. 
Her contract with Warners was an 
exclusive services deal and would 
not have expired until 1955.

HOLLYWOOD—Television fig­ 
ured importantly in the termin­ 
ation of a long-term contract be­ 
tween Joan Crawford and Warner 
Brothers, and in the cancellation 
of a loanout agreement between 
the Stanley Kramer Company and 
Metro-Goldyn-Mayer involving the 
services of Kirk Kasznar. 
Of the two, the last perhaps rep­ 
resents the more significant action 
because it underscores a basic dif­ 
ference in thinking on the m an­ 
agement level regarding television. 
On Dec. 20, the Kramer com- 
. pany announced t h a t Kasznar 
would play the role of Uncle Lewis, 
which he performed 829 times on 
the stage, in “The Happy Time.” 
Today, when it became known that 
the actor would not appear in the 
film version, the company was w ill­ 
ing to acknowledge only that it 
could not come to terms with 
Metro. 
THE REAL REASON the deal 
fell through, it was established, is 
that Kramer would not accede to 
Metro’s insistence on a non-tel­ 
evision clause in the actor’s con­ 
tract. The implications to be drawn 
from Kramer's refusal to meet 
this condition are two-fold: First, 
that he has not closed his eyes to 
possible release of his pictures in 
the television market, and, sec­ 
ondly, that the contract his com­ 
pany has with Columbia Pictures 
apparently does not prohibit him 
f r o m considering television re­ 
lease of his pictures in the future. 
The cancellation of the contract 
between Miss Crawford and War­ 
ner Brothers was said to have 
been due to the star’s desire to 
“diversify her activities.” A spokes­ 
man for Miss Crawford explained 
that she wanted to be free to en­ 
gage in television and ludio work. 
Her contract with Warners was an 
exclusive services deal and would 
not have expired until 1955.

f ^?Printer Training 


This week has been National Printing Week. Com­ 
memorating the event', Marin Magazine presents here an 
article on Marin's most unique print shop—the one at 
San Quentin State prison. The article itself is reprinted 
from this month's California Publisher, magazine issued 
monthly by California Newspaper Publishers association, 
and circulated throughout the state. It was written by 
H.W.P., the eidtor of San Quentin News. 


P rin tin g plants an d job shops 
are found in m any odd locations 
across th e U nited S tates, but it is 
doubtful if any exists anyw here 
w ith students toiling under m ore 
unusual conditions to learn th eir 
trade, or taking greater pride in 
th e developm ent of th eir skills, 
th a n in th e p rin t shop w ithin th e 
walls of S an Q uentin prison. 


PR IN TED IN T H IS SHOP is 
th e fo u r-p a g e

Q uentin News, w hich is published 
sem i-m onthly by and for the in ­ 
m ates of th e prison. A lthough it is 
distributed free to th e 4500 prison­ 
ers, the paper also h as between 
800 and 1000 paid subscribers and 
is exchanged w ith m any new s­

in 
foreign 
c o u n t r i e s 
throughout the world. These com ­ 
m itm ents, plus the m any hundreds 
of copies give i to visitors of the 
institution, m a k e necessary an 
average 
press - ru n 
of 
approxi­ 
m ately 8000 copies each issue. 
A series of articles has recently 
been carried in th e colum ns of this 
new spaper, 
calling 
attention 
to 
th e increasing em phasis b e i n g 
placed upon trade training for 
prisoners and in the lead story of 
th e July 12 issue, an account was 
given of th e vocational opportuni­ 
ties in the prison p rin t shop.

The latter includes m any of the 
m ore technical aspects of tim e 
cost, job estim ating and care of 
stock D epending upon the tim e he 
lias to spend in the plant, learning 
the various phases of the trade he, 
him self, selected a m an can be­ 
come a capable linotype operator, 
com positor, m echanic, new spaper 
m ake-up m an, or a com bination of 
all. I t is up to him . 
MEN ARE S E L E C T E D for 
assignm ent to the p rin t shop by 
the institution classification com ­ 
m ittee after m eeting certain stan d ­ 
ards in education and m echanical 
interest, as well as indicating the 
proper attitu d es to m eet the exact­ 
ing dem ands of the printing trades 
as a profession.

feeling of self - confidence, R yan 
said. "They know they can do 
som ething and do It well and it 
brings them a trem endous satis­ 
faction th a t is impossible to m ea­ 
sure. B ut m easured or not, it Is 
(xtrem ely im portant and m ay ac­ 
count for th e success of m en on 
parole who have been trained in 
our shop. 
“We have not kept accurate rec­ 
ords of t h e i r 
accomplishments 
after leaving here, but I would 
estim ate that more than 85 per 
cent of the men we trained as 
printers have made good and are 
now leading lawful, satisfying and 
productive lives. 


“MY ESTIM ATE is m ade on 
the fact th a t hardly a week passes 
when I do not receive letters from 
some of them a t my hom e, telling 
me of their 
p r o g r e s s . 
Very 
frequently I receive letters from 
parole officers or employers, ex­ 
pressing their satisfaction over th e 
achievem ent of s o m e m an we 
trained in our plant. It is encoura­ 
ging to me personally, and is one 
more reason why I subscribe so 
whole heartedly to th e statem ent 
m ade by form er W arden Clinton 
T. D uffy, in a speech before a busi­ 
nessm en’s group, when he said, 
’Prisons should be well enough 
equipped w ith trade training facil­ 
ities, so th a t m en who come out 
of them will do well because of 


th eir im prisonm ent, not in spite 
of it.’; 
Visitors touring th e institution 
find them selves noticing the e n ­ 
thusiasm w ith w hich the m en em ­ 
ployed in th e prison p rin t’shop go 
about their duties. They are learn - 


ing a trad e and in th eir eagerness 
to learn one finds a literal appli­ 
cation of the adage p rin ted in bold 
letters, w hich hangs on a wall of 
tn e dep artm en t;

Charts, letterheads, and other forms used by San Quentin 
and other Department of Corrections institutions are printed 
in the prison's print shop. A printer above feeds large 
sheets into the flatbed cylinder press used on medium­ 
sized jobs. For the San Quentin News itself, a press sim­ 
ilar to that used by the M arin Journal as recently at 1948 
is operated by the student printers. 


Problems develop in the best-run of print 
shops, and the well-equipped plant at San 
Quentin is no exception. Here an inmate 


printer does some repair work on one of the 
Linotyes which set type for San Quentin 
News and other printed matter in the plant.

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San Quentin Gives 
Prisoners Valuable 


• \Printer Training 
This week has been National Printing Week. Com­ 
memorating the event', Marin Magazine presents here an 
article on Marin's most unique print shop—the one at 
San Quentin State prison. The article itself is reprinted 
from this month's California Publisher, magazine issued 
monthly by California Newspaper Publishers association, 
, and circulated throughout the state. It was written by 
HAY.P., the eidtor of Son Quentin News. 


Printing plants and job shops 
are found in many odd locations 
across the United States, but it is 
doubtful if any exists anywhere 
with students toiling under more 
unusual conditions to learn their 
trade, or taking greater pride in 
the development of their skills, 
than in the print shop within the 
walls of San Quentin prison. 
PRINTED IN THIS SHOP is 
the four - page tabloid - size San 
Quentin News, which is published 
semi-monthly by and for the in­ 
m ates of the prison. Although it is 
distributed free to the 4500 prison­ 
ers, the paper also has between 
800 and 1000 paid subscribers and 
is exchanged with many news­ 
papers in foreign c o u n t r i e s 
throughout the world. These com­ 
mitments, plus the many hundreds 
of copies givc i to visitors of the 
institution, m a k e necessary an 
average press - run of approxi­ 
m ately 8000 copies each issue. 
A series of articles has recently 
been carried in the columns of this 
newspaper, calling attention to 
the increasing emphasis b e i n g 
placed upon 'trade training for 
prisoners and in the lead story of 
the July 12 issue, an account was 
given of the vocational opportuni­ 
ties in the prison print shop. 
- “THE NEED FOR e n l a r g e d 
vocational trade training facilities 
in the prisons of the nation has 
been recognized as a vital part of 
rehabilitation programs,” the story 
stated. 
“In the California penal system, 
as in other progressive states, in­ 
creasing emphasis is placed upon 
the importance of preparing the 
Inmate to earn a livelihood after 
his release f r o m confinement. 
Among the many vocational train­ 
ing possibilities now’ available to 
inmates of San Quentin and one 
that pays genuine div.dends in 
wages, working conditions and job 
satisfaction to the m a n w h o 
masters the craft, is that of print­ 
ing, through the training program 
now in effect in the prison print 
shop.” 
ILLUSTRATED W I T H photo­ 
graphs showing the linotype sec­ 


tion, the “Webb-Duplex*' press, on 
which the prison paper is printed, 
and the bookbinding section, the 
article went on to explain the 
many phases of the printing trade 
being taught- to the 47 students 
assigned to that departm ent and 
the procedure by which inm ates 
were selected for training. 
Unaer the direction of Super­ 
visor Ed Ryan, who has had nearly 
50 years of experience in printing 
and allied fields, San Quentin's 
print shop handles a large volume 
of work, all of which is produced 
by the student workmen and util­ 
ized in the operation of corree- 
tionr.l institutions and agencies. 
STUDENT PRINTERS at the 
prison, fo r. example, each y e a r 
process 33,000 pounds of paper for 
use as stationery by inmates of 
all state institutions; 750,000 can­ 
teen order blanks are prepared 
each year, as well as 250,000 inter­ 
departm ental memo forms for use' 
by the prison personnel. 
Assistant to Ryan is G. Steen - 
Larsen who has many years of ex­ 
perience in job shops and with 
major newspapers a c r o s s the 
nation. As instructor Steen-Larsen 
trains the inm ate students in the 
operation of the various presses 
and other printing equipment. 
THE PRISON P R 1 N T shop 
offers a thorough course in all 
branches of the printing trades, 
bookbinding and office procedure. 
The latter includes many of the 
more technical aspects, of time 
cost, job estimating and care of 
stock Depending upon the time he 
has to spend in the plant, learning 
the various phases of the trade he, 
himself, selected a m an can be­ 
come a capable linotype operator, 
compositor, mechanic, newspaper 
make-up man, or a combination of 
all. It is up to him. 
MEN ARE S E L E C T E D for 
assignment to the print shop by 
the institution classification com­ 
mittee after meeting certain stand­ 
ards in education and mechanical 
interest, as well as indicating the 
proper attitudes to meet the exact­ 
ing demands of the printing trades 
as a profession. Each must under-

“MEN WHO GO THROUGH 
our course of training develop a 
feeling of self - confidence, Ryan 
said. “They know they can do 
something and do It well and it 
brings them a tremendous satis­ 
faction that is impossible to m ea­ 
sure. But measured or not, it is 
extremely im portant and may ac­ 
count for the success of men on 
parole who have been trained in 
our shop. 
“We have not kept accurate rec­ 
ords of t h e i r accomplishments 
after leaving here, but I would 
estimate that more than 85 per 
cent of the men we trained as 
printers have made good and are 
now leading lawful, satisfying and 
productive lives. 


Problems develop in the best-run of print 
shops, and the well-equipped plant at San 
Quentin is no exception. Here an inmate

go a 90 day probationary period, 
during which time he can judge 
and be judged as to whether or not 
it will be advisable for him to 
begin this lengthy instruction. 
The value of the print shop 
training in the rehabilitation of 
prisoners is reflected in the state­ 
ment of Supervisor Ryan: 


their imprisonment, not in spite 
of it.*; 
Visitors touring the institution 
find themselves noticing the en­ 
thusiasm with which the men em­ 
ployed in the prison print ’shop go 
about their duties. They are learn­ 


ing a trade and in their eagerness 
to learn one finds a literal appli­ 
cation of the adage printed in bold 
letters, which hangs on a wall of 
the departm ent: 
“DON'T JUST SERVE TIME, 
MAKE TIME SERVE YOU." 


“MY ESTIMATE is made on 
the fact that hardly a week passes 
when I do not receive letters from 
some of them at my home, telling 
me of their p r o g r e s s . Very 
frequently I receive letters from 
parole officers or employers, ex­ 
pressing their satisfaction over the 
achievement of s o m e man we 
trained in our plant. It is encoura­ 
ging to me personally, and is one 
more reason why I subscribe so 
whole heartedly to the statem ent 
made by former W arden Clinton 
T. Duffy, in a speech before a busi­ 
nessmen’s group, when he said, 
‘Prisons should be well enough 
equipped with trade training facil­ 
ities, so that men who come out 
of them will do well because of

this shop, equipped for instruction of print-* 
ing trade, prisoners "don't just serve time,* 
but rather "m ake time serve" them.
